A search of records of the FBI, Including the central

JORDAN'S fingerprint card was returned from the 
Identification Division, FBIHQ, as being illegible. 

It is noted the San Antonio Division advised that 
PROFESSOR JORDAN is partially paralyzed and as a result, her 
fingers are somewhat inflexible making readable prints difficult 
to obtain.: The prints forwarded are the best available.; 

Therefore, a search was conducted on JORDAN by name 
only with negative results. 

Due to JORDAN'S foreign travel she was afforded a 
Personnel Security Interview and advised as follows: 

To her knowledge neither she nor her staff,had contact 
with 'representatives of the Soviet Union or Soviet Bloc countries 
while serving in the U.S. : CONGRESS, from 1973 to 1978. If there, 
was any such contact it was clearly insignificant.; With regard 
to her two week; visit to the People's Republic of china (PRC) in 
November, 1974, she claimed only superficial and necessary 
contact with PRC officials.; 

PROFESSOR JORDAN visited the PRC at the specific 
request of former PRESIDENT GERALD FORD.; She was a part, of a 
U.S. Delegation sent to the PRC to promote a continuity of 
accords and relationships following the resignation of former 
PRESIDENT RICHARD M. NIXON. Outside of limited official 
functions the PRC trip was primarily a sight-seeing and tourism 
activity in and around Beijing and Shanghai.

PROFESSOR JORDAN does not recall the, names of specific 
PRC officials with whom she met in. 1974, and had not had contact 
with them since. She did recall however, that a member of a PRC 
delegation visiting the UTAT a few years ago recognized her from 
the 1974 trip.; PROFESSOR JORDAN did not, however, recall this 
individual by name or face.. 

Neither PROFESSOR JORDAN nor any member of her. 
immediate family has performed foreign travel with the exception 
of that mentioned above.
